Add 
one-half cup water or meat 
stock to the pan, cover and bake 
in a moderate oven for twenty 
minutes. This makes four serv- 
ings. 
Ham and Cauliflower 

Ham and eauliflower have long 
been allies in the same menu— 
now we have them in the same 
dish. ‘Break a small head of 
cauliflower into small pieces and 
Crop into boiling salted water 
and cook until tender. Drain. 
Seald one pint of milk in a 
double boiler, add inree table- 
spoons quick cooking tapioca, 
two tablespoons butter one-half 
teaspoon salt, and one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper. Cook for fifteen 
minutes stirring frequently. Put 
a layer of the tapioca mixture 
in a buttered baking ‘dish then 
a layer of cooked cauliflower and 
chopped, boiled ham. Repeat 
and finish with a layer of the 
tapioca mixture. Sprinkle with 
buttered bread crumbs and bake 
in a moderate oven until brown. 
This will serve four to six. 

Corn Patties 

There is nothing so unusual 
about the corn paities except 
that they are colorful and tasty 
and served in a slightly differ- 
ent way. Mix two cups of 
cooked or canned whole kernel

A Medieval Abbey Is 


Restored . . . Pretender 
To Albanian Throne 


OR some time the Royal Aca- 

demy of History in Spain has 
been investigating tne alleged 
rights of various descendants of 
Luis de Navarra, King of Al- 
bsnia in the fourteenth cen- 
tury, to pretend to the throne, 
which is néw held by Ahmed 
ZOgu. 

The closest Spanish descend- 
ant is Don Manuel Castejon, 
Baron of Beorlegui. At. present 
he is a delegate cf the Finance 
Minister im the province of 
Sanandar, in northern Spain. 
Because of his official post, Don 
Manuel refuses to discuss his 
relationship with Luis de Na- 
varra, and even denies that he 
has any intention of acting as 
pretender. However, his friends 
think, he may change his mind 
if his rights are recognized as 
well founded. 

The camapign of the Navarros 
in Albania started in 1365, when 
Charles the Second sent his syn, 
the Infante Luis, Count of 
Beaumont-le-Roger, with 5,000 
vidiers and 20,000 pound. to 
free Juana-Irene of Sucily who 
rad been captured oy the Turks. 

Tne Turks were chased out of 
/ibania, and the Infante mar- 
14d the Priucess who was 
Duchess of Durazzo, and so be- 
came King cf Albania. 


When Luis died in 1376, his 
brother-in-law, Jaime Baux, was 
rrorlaimed King of Albania.

country until 1402. The claim 
ci the present descendants to 
the Albanian throne is thus 
bared on the title of conquest 
snd cecupation durit.g a period 
cf ubout forty years.

‘HE great medieval Abbey of 
Buckfast. near Ashburton 
Frneland, which lay in = ruins 
throuch four centuries. now 
stands fully restored as a monu- 


ment to the labors of a 
groun of Benedictine monks. 

For the past twenty-eight 
years, working in relays of six, 
the monks who live nearby in 
the beautiful Devonshire valley 
have been building the vast 
monastery from its original 
fcundations, laid in the eighth 
century. Virtually umaided they 
have rebuilt it in all its former 
aetail. 

The abbey is a magnificent 
gray and yellow stone structure. 
Only the crumbling central 
tewer and the foundation re- 
niained when in 1905 the monks 
Cecided to restore it. Although 
none of them had any knowl- 
edge of masonry. they were de- 
termined to do their work with- 
out outside help. 

“There was but one brother 
who knew how to handle a 
hammer and trowel.” said Don 
Anscar Vonier, the smiling gray- 
haired abbot, recently “But we 
bad firm belief in Providence 
and great determination. A 
young brother was assigned to 
mix the mortar for the solitary 
builder, and one by one other 
brothers were assigned to tasks.” 

At no time, however, were 
more than six monks available 
for the work. Since no appeai 
had been made for funds and 
no money was ever paid for 
wages, it necessarily took a long 
time for the monastery to be 
restored. 

As time went on the monks, 
working with white aprons over 
their robes, became expert ma- 
sons, carpenters and decorators. 
They decided to install an elec- 
tric light system, so one of the 
brothers studied electrical engi- 
neering until he was able to 
tuild the dynamos and other 
equipment. 

Most of the monks were Ger- 
rans, but during the World 
War they were held in sueh 
great respect that they were not 
disturbed in any way for three

Then as a matter of 
form they were interned on 
their Own property, but never 


subjected tc surveillance.
